Assistant District Attorney 
Hall in Speech to Jury De- 
clares Rarely Has There 
Been a Trial With So Much 
Heartache and Agony of 


Men and Women. 


DRAMATIC SCENE 
DURING HIS SPEECH 


While Accusing the Defend- 
ant of Not Telling Cus- 
tomers Notes Were Unse- 

‘cured He Says: “It’s Too 
Late Now to Testify, Even 
With Nods of Your Head.” 








In his opening argument for the Gov- 
ernment in the of E. G. Lewis, 
charged with using the mails to de- 
fraud, Assistant United States District 
Attorney Hall Thursday told the jurors 
that rarely in the history of the courts 
has there been a case so filled with pa- 
thos, agony and heartaches of men and 
women throughout the land. 

“The records,” he said, ‘“‘show that in 
a single year there have been more than 
500 indictments and 180 convictions over 
the country. In a single year $76,000,000 
of the people's money has been taken 
Wirough schemes which were aided by 
wrongful use of the mails, but . belleve 
no c&se éver coatained so many pathetic 
features as thic.”’ 

In the course of his argument 
ney Hlall remarked sarcasticvily: 
have heard of robbing Peter to 
Paul], but what of robbing not 
Peter but all the 12 apostles put 
gether ?’ 

Tire defense rested at 10:45 a. m. The 
morning session, up to that time, was 
occupi@a sy, the presentation of articles 
from the Woman’s National Daily which 
the defense wished to include in the evi- 
dence to be considered by the jury. Some 
of the articles were admitted and some 
rejected. By a decision given Wednes- 
day, Judge Amidon admitted 137 similar 
articles. 

It was announced that each of the 
four attorneys, two for the Government 
and two for the defense, will have two 
hours each in which to argue. 

The courtroom seats were nearly all 
filled, many of the listeners being wom- 
en. Mrs. Lewis sat inside the railing 
as did also Mrs. Houts, wife of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, who was scheduled to 
make the closing argument. 

Hall reminded the jury that through 
an act of Congress the Government 
had been vested with the control of the 
postal system and empowered to make 
such regulations as necessary to pre- 
vent misuse of the mails. It was not 
for the jury to consider whether these 
regulations are wise, he said. The fact 
to be considered is that the regulations 
are a part of the law of the land and as 
such must be enforced. 

Hall, in his argument, outlined the 
four charges on which the indictments 
were based. These were the use of the 
mails in connection with the issuance 
of the 7 per cent Lewis Publishing Co. 
notes in March, 1908, the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co. preferred stock in December, 
1908, the 6 per cent University Heights 
Realty and Development Co. notes in 
March, 1909, and the debentures in July, 
1910. 

‘The first infraction alleged was in 
1908, and the last in 1910,” said Hall. “I 
am not going back to 199 to discuss 
a fraud order which was set aside be- 
fore March, 1908 | 

“l am not going to discuss the with- 
drawal of the second-class mailing priv- 
ilege in March, 1907,"" continued Attor- 
ney Hall. ‘“‘That privilege was restored 
to the defendant in January, 19068. I am 
not going to discuss the Rural New 
Yorker, except that it seems to me to be 
a widely read newspaper. I am an ad- 
mirer of any man, an editor, who will 
notify and tell the farmers of this coun- 
iry that such schemes as this are being 
perpetuated on the people. 

“The indictment in this case is very 
long, but the charge you are to decide 
is whether the defendant made false 
representations and if he knew they 
were false when he made them. If he 
knew this at the time, then he is guilty. 

“The 7 per cent notes issued and sold 
were first advertised March 11, 1908. The 
adivertisements represented the Lewis 
Publishing Co. to be a profitable busi- 
ness and that it could pay these 16- 
month notes.at maturity. The ads stated 
the isete W limited to $609,000, secured 
by mortgages on the buildings and 
grounds of the Woman's National Daily 
and the Woman's Magazine.

tional Convention at Chicago, one in 
favor of the renomination of President 
Taft and the other favoring Theodore 
toosevelt. 

The Roosevelt forces named their dele- 
gates-at-large as follows: Gov. Chase 8. 
Osborn, Charles Nichols, Detroit; Sy- 
brant Wesselius, Grand Rapids; H. F. 
Boughey, Traverse City; Theodore Jos- 
lyn, Adrian; W. D. Gordon, Midland. 

Gov. Osborn, in a statement sent from 
Lansing to the convention, said: 

“IT hope the convention, if it issues in- 
structions at all, will instruct its dele- 
gates to the Republican convention at 
Chicago in favor of Theodore Roose- 
velt. This would be in accordance with 
the will of a majority of the Republic- 
ans in Michigan.’’ 

Vohnile troops held the front entrance 
to the armory against a crowd of 1800 
delegates and contested delegates, Taft 
nembers of the State Central Commit- 
tee were admitted to the building 
through a small side entrance and Tafi 
forces thus got the first strategic ad- 
vantage over the Roosevelt men. 

The Taft members, who were headed 
by Acting Committee Chairman Robert 
H. Shields of Houghton, were followed 
into the armory by Chairman Knox ané 
former United States Senator Al 
J. Beveridge of Indiana, who also came 
through the side entrances Knox at 
ence voiced emphatic protest against 
the action of his committee members, 
but despite his protest he was voted 
down. 

The committee then elected Shields 
temporary chairman and went ahead 
with seating arrangements. 

Roosevelt leaders meanwhile conferred 
at a downtown hotel several blocks dis- 
tant and prepared to seat their tempo- 
rary chairman, former Secretary of the 
Navy Truman Newberry of Detroit. 

The opposing chairmen attempted at 
the same moment to open the conven- 
tion.

On March 25 he was compelled to sus- 
pend his audiences for a few days, 
owing to a slight cough. 

The Pope went through the fatiguing 
ceremony of greeting 300 persons with- 
out a sign of exhaustion. 

On March 27 he was sufficiently im- 
proved to resume his audiences. Among 
those greeted on that'day were some 350 
Americans. They

evidence of serious physical disability. 


RUMOR SPREAD IN 
MANY QUARTERS 


Although the fatse story of the pon- 
tiff’s death caused a_ shock through- 
out the world, dignitaries of the Cath- 
olic Church were unwilling to give it 
much credence. They were convinced 
that if the rumor had been true some 
confirmation would have come quickly 
through official channels, following the 
news dispatch. 

Centers to which some official mes- 
sage might have been sent were can- 
vassed quickly, with the following re- 
sults: 





WASHINGTON, April 11.—The Charge 
a’Affaires of the Papal Legation, who 
is directing church matters here pend- 
ing the arrival of the successor of Car- 
dinal Falconio, former apostolic dele- 
gate, received no advices from Rome 
after the report of the death of the 
Pope. 

It was said that if a dispatch had 
been sent from the Vatican to the Mad- 
rid Nuncio, an identical dispatch would 
have been sent to Washington. The 
State Department also was without ad- 
vices. 

LONDON, April 11.—The Secretary of 
Cardinal Bourne heard nothing of the 
death of the Pope, as reported in a dis- 
patch from Madrid. 

The report was the cause of conster- 
nation which was not allayed until an 
official denial was received from Rome. 
On account of the crowded state of the 
submarine cables between England and 
the Continent, it took two and one-half 
hours to communicate with Rome and 
obtain an answer. This was short, and 
to the point, simply stating: “Madrid 
report untrue.”’ 


BALTIMORE, M4., April 11.—Cardinal 
Gibbons received no confirmation of the 
reported death of the Pope. 


NEW YORK, April 11.--At the resi- 
dence of Cardinal Farley it was stated 
the report of the Pope's death had been 
heard, but no confirmation of any kind 


had been received.

Sixth for Roosevelt and 
Other Wards Are Credited 
to. the President. 





The St. Louis County Republican con- 
vention at Clayton Thursday sprang 4a 
Surprise on the Taft leaders by electing 
a solid Roosevelt delegation to the Re- 
Publican State convention to be held in 
St. Louis April 25. 

The Taft leaders had been claiming St. 
Louis County, but Judge Wurdeman, a 
Strong Roosevelt man, was made chair- 
man of the county convention, and the 
Roosevelt program went through without 
opposition. 

The 34 St. Louis County delegates 
insures Roosevelt's control of the 
State convention, and will give him 
the four delegates-ht-larze from Mis- 


souril with the State's indorsement. 
The resolutions of the convention did 


not instruct the delegates, but Fred Es 
sen and other Roosevelt leaders were 
careful to see that none but Roosevelt 
men got on the delegation. The resolu- 
tions, presented by Senator A. E. L. 
Gardner, strongly indorsed Gov. Had- 
ley’s administration, but were silent as 
to the administration of President Taft. 
The Roosevelt men went quietly into 
St. Louis County and organized every 
precinct. They kept their hand con- 
cealed from the Taft leaders until the 
convention met at Clayton Thursday. 

President Taft carried six of the sev- 
en contested wards - over Theodore 
Roosevelt in the Republican primaries 
of St. Louls Wednesday. The Roose- 
velt delegation won in the Sixth Ward, 
and the Taft delegations triumphed in 
the Fifth, Thirteenth, Sixteenth, Sev- 
enteenth, Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sev- 
enth Wards.

Two sizes of footprints were found out- 
side the Hunning house after the crime, 
he declared, and neither of them cor- 
responded with prints of Mrs. Hunning’s 
shoes. 

He declared the State had placed an 
incorrect interpretation on the letters 
that passed between Seidl and Mrs. 
Hunning in jail. They merely showed 
the woman's relations with Seidl to have 
been improper, he said, and did not 
carry any proof of her guilt as an ac- 
complice in the murder. 

Frazier bitterly denounced the action 
of Miller and of Wenzel Seidl, father 
of Joseph Seid!, in what he termed in- 
veigling Joseph Seidl into taking the 
stand against Mrs. Hunning. “Besides 
the statements of a perjurer and con- 
victed murderer,” said Frazier, “they 
Save not one bit of evidence on which 
to convict this woman.”

Williams pleaded that Mrs.

LONDON, April 1L.—The Irish home 
rule bill, the third effort made by Lib- 
eral governments of the United King- 
dont in a quafter of a century to settle 
the quarrel between Great Britain and 
Ireland, was introduced in the House of 
Commons this afternoon by Premier As- 
quith. 

The official title of the bill is ‘“The 
Government of Ireland Bill.” British- 
ers have become inured to political up- 
heavals in recent years, so the crowded 
chamber which greeted Asquith when 
he nailed up the home rule flag today 
was a special tribute to the historic 
public attached to the occasion. The 
galleries were filled to capacity, while 
every seat in the body of the house 
was occupied, and an overflow of mem- 
bers stood in the gangways. 

Cheers Greet the Premier, 

Premier Asquith was greeted with pro- 
longed cheers from the Nationalists and 
Liberals when he rosé to speak. The 
vote of Ireland, he said, was prepon- 
derantly in favor of home rule and the 
right of a relatively small minority ifn 
Ulster to veto the will of the vast ma- 
jority of the Irish people could not be. 
admitted. 

Premier Asquith took up the narrative 
of home rule at the point at which the 
late William Ewart Gladstone left off 
19 years ago. 
The méasure follows closely that which 
was introduced by Gladstone. Until re- 
cently the Nationalists have shown no 
opposition to the suggestion that the 
Irish excise and customs remain under 
the control of the Imperial Parliament. 
Lately there has been a strong move- 
ment in Ireland in favor of getting con- 
trol of this revenue by the Irish Par- 
liament. : 

Tariff With U. 8S, Factor. 
One reason advanced for this 
is that Ireland desires to make a tariff 
agreement with the United States. 
It is certain that Ireland would con- 
tinue to be represented in the House of 
Commons at Westminster by a reduced 
number of members. 
Sir Edward Carson, leader of the Irish 
Unionist party; John E. Redmond and 
James Ramsay McDonald will follow 
the Premier in speaking.

FREE WATER RIGHTS 
PLAN FOR FACTORIES 


Delegate to Introduce Bill to Al- 
low Plants Along. River to 
Lay Own Pipes, 


An ordinance granting to all factories 
between Broadway and the Mississippi 
River the right to lay pipes to the river 
and pump water to their plants will be 
introduced at the next session of the 
Municipal Assembly by Delegate Gal- 
lagher. The water rights will apply to 
the present plants in that district and 
to those which may be built there, ac- 
cording to the proposed ordinance. 
Gallagher's idea is to create a fac- 
tory district along the river front by 
granting a free water privilege, as wa- 
ter is a large item of expense to big 
manufacturing plants. At present the 
Plants use city water pumped through 
city mains, and are prohibited from lay- 
ing pipes in the streets and maintaining 
their own pumping stations. 

The free water privilege would attract 
many plants to this district now lo- 
cated in various parts of the city, Gal- 
lagher told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday, and would also attract new 
industries to the city.

rT BEACH'S I 
ANIFE IN EVIDENCE 
IN SLASHING CASE 


Detective Tells of Obtaining by 
Ruse, Blade With Which He 
Says Mrs. Beach Was Cut. 


OTHER PROOF IS ALLEGED 





Prosecutor Asserts Vanderbilt 
Chum Might Get Fine Only, 
if He Returns From Paris. 





Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

AIKEN, 8S. C., April 11.—When the 
Paris Cable quoting “Beauty” Beach, 
the chum of W. K. Vanderbilt, as saying 
that the only evidence against him (he 
is charged with attacking his wife with 
a knife), is the marks on the cloth- 
ing he says he got while carrying Mrs. 


Beach into the house, was shown to 
Special Agent Baughn, he laughed. 
“Beach knows we have his knife,” he 
said. ‘‘But it is true we had not found 
the blade of it, or, at least, we did 
not have the opinion of the expert when 
he left Aiken. 

“The circumstances of the knife, his 
denying first, that he had one, and 
afterward bringing it to the Mayor, and 
our’ finding the blood on it, is enough 
of itself to convict him, but we are 
by no means reliying upon that alone. 

“Besides the knife, we have plenty 
of other cumulative evidence. There is 
the fence picket, there is his own story, 
and there are a number of other things 
which we cannot divulge until the trial 
comes off.’’ 

Gets Knife by Ruse. 

In relating how he obtained possession 
of the Knife, Special Agent Baughn 
said: 

“One day while Beach was being in- 
terviewed in the Mayor's office, I asked 
him to make a notation on a piece of 
paper, and he asked me for my pen- 
cil. I had already prepared the pencil, 
having cut the lead so that it would 
break at the slightest touch. Immedi- 
ately he touched it to the paper, the 
point broke off, ana séach threw the 
pencil on the desk. It was the oppor- 
tunity I had been waiting for. Present- 
lv I picked it up, and made as if to 
use it, then, seeing that the point was 
broken off, I asked Beach if he would 
kindly let me have his knife. He got 
up, felt in his pocket, and then replied, 
‘I have no knife.’ 

“T had some papers which I had prom- 
ised to hand to Beach's lawyer. On the 


ed for the lawyer's eye, that Beach had 
said he had no knife. Then I sat down 
and waited for developments. Two days 
afterward the expected happened. Beach 
came to Mayor Gyles’ office in person 
and said that he did have a knife and 
showed it to the Mayor. The Mayor told 
him that probably I should like to see 
it and Beach said, ‘Well, he can see it 
whenever he cares to.’ 

“The next Sunday I went to his home 
and asked to see the knife. He took it 
from his vest pocket, unfastened it 
from a chain and handed it to me. I 
told him that we should want to keep it 
for a while and he had to agree. Once I 
had the knife in my hands we began an 
examination of it, first giving it to an 
Aiken physician, but not satisfied with 
his statement that there were stains on 
it, we carried it to an expert in Au- 
gusta. He verified what the Aiken doc- 
tor had said; but still unsatisfied, we 
carried it to Columbia and the examina- 
tion there proved the same thing.”’

Their employers, in some instances, he 
was told, appeared in person at the 
magistrate’s office and furnished bonus, 
after which they openly advised these 
witnesses to go direct to the office of 
Beach's lawyer. 
Gunter also said to some of Beach's 
friends that should Beach return to 
Aiken and express a willingness to en- 
ter a plea of guilty to the charge afainst 
him at the June term of court, he would 
recommend to the Judge that the plea 
be accepted, in which event the Judge 
would impose a small fine, probably less 
than $100.

Mr, Seymour's Career. 

The following brief account of Mr. 
Seymour's newspaper career is reprinted 
from the Republic, in which it appeared 
Aug. 15, 1911, when Mr. Seymour took 
editorial control of that newspaper. 

Mr. Seymour is a native of New York, 
but he has passed most of his life in 
the West. For more than 2% years he 
was actively and much of the time con- 
spicuously connected with Chicago jdur- 
nalism. As a young man he served a 
long engagement as news editor and 
night managing editor of the Chicago 
Times. In 1887 he became managing 
editor and editor-in-chief of the Chicago 
Herald, a publication which was one 
of the notable journalistic successes of 
that day. 

A change of ownership resulting in the 
transformation of the Herald into a Re- 
publican newspaper, Mr. Seymour in 1895 
was made the publisher and later the 
editor also of the Chicago Chronicle 
When the publication of that newspaper 
was suspended in 197 Mr. Seymour en- 
tered the service of the Pulitzer news- 
papers in an editorial capacity. He was 
editor-in-charge of the Post-Dispatch fo: 
about one year, but was called to the 
New York World office on frequent oc- 
casions, with the result that he was 
finally persuaded to go to New York per- 
manently. For the .ast three years he 
has been editorial supervisor of the 
world, contributing to the editorial page 
of that newspaper and much of the time 
having charge of it. 

Author ef Two Books. 

Mr. Seymour has many friends and ac- 
quaintances in St. Louls and throughout 
the West who will remember him not 
only as an editor, but as the author of 
two little books on the subjects of priv- 
jlege and tariff reform, in which he 
pointed out very early in the discussion 
of these questions the issues which now 
seem to be uppermost in political con- 
troversies.

A recent police order for patrolmen 
and sergeants to visit lid clubs on their 
beats every hour or two reSulted in a 
raid of the Wayne Club, 1723 Washing- 
ton avenue, at 2:30 a. m. Thursday and 
the arrest of John G. Oldendorf, 2303 
Pestalozzi street, its president. A young 
woman and two men were sent to the 
Carr Street Police Station and detained 
for the night, to be used as possible 
witnesses against Oldendorf. 

The Wayne Club was opened March 9 
in a building which in other days was 
an imposing mansion. The police say 
they have learned that $10,000 was to 
have been spent in transforming it into 
a clubhouse, with costly furnishings, 
dining rooms, smoking rooms and bath- 
rooms. It is operated under a charter 
issued in 1888. 

Capt. Schoppe recently ordered his 
Sergeants to visit every lid club in the 
district as often as possible. When 
Sergt. Thomas Callahan went to the 
Wayne at 2 a. m. he found a locked 
room, from which he heard the moans 
of a woman. He demanded and finally 
obtained admittance. 


Finds Young Woman in Stupor. 
Stretched out upon two tables he 


found Mrs. Lottie Hoffman, 19 years 
old. She was in a stupor and Oldendorf 
and two young men were trying to re- 
vive her. The woman was sent to the 
dispensary, and, after she had received 
treatment for alcoholism, was sent to 
the Carr Street Station. 

The two young men said they were 
Frank Haberstroh, 4422 Gravois avenue, 
and George Hollingsworth, 1643 Wash- 
ington avenue. Oldendorf and they also 
were detained at the police station. 

They said Mrs. Hoffman had been 
drinking highballs and had collapsed, 
and that they were trying to revive her 


with ammonia. 

Two other women and several men 
were found in the club. One of the 
women was under the influence of 


liquor. One of the men said .she was 
his wife and got permission to. take her 
home. The others were not arrested. 

Mrs. Hoffman was formerly Miss Lot- 
tie Shelton.

PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN PUBLICITY] 
“Publicity as to the expenses of persons who 
seek presidential nominations” is one of the pub- 
licity measures which William J. Bryan urged 
upon Congress in his interesting interview in the 
Monday Post-Dispatch. Mr. Bryan must be cred- 
ited with influential leadership in the fight for 
publicity of campaign contributions which result- 
ed in the adoption of the Rucker bill by Congress. 
Under this measure campaign receipts and ex- 
penditures must be made public before election. 

In collaboration with Representative Henry of 
Texas, Representative Rucker has embodied the 
| Bryan suggestion as to presidential campaign ex- 
penses in a bill which has been introduced in the 
House. The bill contains the excellent feature 
that any candidate for the presidency or vice- 
presidency or his political agents shall file state- 
ments of expenditures 30 days after the calling of 
the nominating convention of the party and ev- 
ery 15 days thereafter. Within 30 days after 
the convention all candidates must file statements 
giving full details of their campaign funds. Thus 
the people will be informed of the amount of 
money expended in behalf of presidential and 
vice-presidential candidates and how it was dis- 
tributed. Before the election the people will 
know where the campaign funds for presidentia) 
and vice-presidential contests came from. 

Vast sums are expended in behalf of presiden- 
tial candidates. Costly bureaus are maintained, 
high-priced agents are employed and lavish ex- 
penses for printing, postage and vypolitical work 
are incurred. 

How much does each candidate expend and 
who supplies the mcriey? 

This information is important for the people. 
It would help them to determine the character 
of candidates and the purposes’ they represent. 
The backing of a candidate is a fair index of the 
meaning of his candidacy. With full knowledge 
of the details of his.campaign contributions and 
expenditures no candidate, backed by special in- 
terests or men with selfish aims, squandering 
money for delegates could dupe the people into 
a belief that he intended to serve their welfare. 

The best effect of the adoption of the Rucker- 
Henry bill would be the checking of lavish ex- 
penditures in campaigns for presidential nomi- 
nations. The candidates who depend upon money 
for victory would be cut out of the race. Others 
would be exceedingly careful of the obligations 
they incurred. 

Congress should pass this bill and thus com- 
plete the safeguards necessary to protect Federal 
elections from the control of the money power.

Rudyard Kipling’s yawp against home rule is 
a combination of bad temper and worse poetry.

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PROTEST IN ILLINOIS. 

The retirement of Shelby M. Cullom as a result 
of Republican protest explains history now being 
made in Illinois to those who understand the 
history Cullom helped to make.

TOCK being the foundation of fat 
soups, and serving also to prepare 
numerous sauces and dishes, it 
would prove advantageous for a 

housekeeper to always have some stock 
at her disposal. This is quite easy, as 
stock may be kept fresh for several 
days in an icebox, preferably in an 
earthen jar, the only precaution neces- 
sary being to let it boil awhile in case 
of a very hot or stormy day to prevent 
its turning sour. A good soup stock or 
broth is made as follows: 

8 pounds of beef shank. 

2 pounds of veal shank. 

One old hen, 

Vegetables, spices and salt. 

Water. 

Wash the beef, veal and chicken free 
from all. impurities. Put them in a Ket- 
tle with plenty of cold water to cover, 
boil slowly while skimming until clear. 
When the stock is clear, add fresh pared 
vegetables—two carrots, one turnip, one 
onion, one sialk celery, two bay leaves, 
two whole alspice, 10 whole peppercorns 
and a little salt, when meat and’chicken 
are cooked tender, take out of kettle 
and let soup boil slowly for another two 
hours and then pass through a cloth, 
The soup meat can be made into many 
nice dishes, such as stews, croquettes, 
hash, sour meat, etc. The chicken into 
fricassee, salad or croquettes.

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Reber Approach Favored. 

Stoehr said a majority of the members 
of his organization favored the con- 
struction of the Reber approach, believ- 
ing it to be the best and cheapest. He 
said the organization believed the only 
way to get action from the Assembly 
was for all the business and civic bodies 
of St. Louis to get together and demand 
the selection of an approach site. 

George F.. Moore, president of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway, in a letter to 
the Post-Dispatch, said that as a major 
portion of the traffic to be handled by 
the free bridge would be by proprietary 
and tenant lines of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation, it was essential that the ap- 
proaches should be so located as to give 
easy access to the Terminal tracks on 
both sides of the river. 

“To be fair, the city should provide 
auxillary approaches into the territory 
of any other railway now doing a con- 
siderable business, or having un assured 
future,’’ Moore said. 

‘Applying this to the west side of the 
river, I believe the administration has 
wisely located one approach which will 
serve for the future passenge- business 
to be handled by way of railroads over 
the bridge, but as ‘yet no definite plan 
has been outlined for an approach to 
handle the freight business which snouald 
pass over the bridge. 

“It would seem to be desirable to hae 
an approach leave the bridge near the 
Missouri pier, diverging to the suuth and 
occupying an unmade street platted as 
Kosciusko street from a point some- 
where near Park avenue to Lesperance 
street. This approach covld be aptly 
termed a freight approach, and would 
be within two blocks of the Manu/’ac- 
turers’ Railway and St. Louis’ Transfer 
Railway Co., and one block from the 
Iron Mountain Railway depot zone, 
where the present approach goes in 
order to serve passenger traffic. The 
importance of the freight approach lies 
in the fact that, by far, the greater use 
of the bridge should be devoted ty 
freight traffic. 


Urges Access to Terminal.

where the main approach on the east 
side is located, provided it gives access 
to the Terminal Railroad Association, 
and provided further that auxiliary ap- 
proaches can be constructed with direct

NEW YORK, April 11.—The Events 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, says: 

“The decline in prices which 
kained considerable headway yester- 
day, but was checked at the close of 
business, did not continue today. The 
stock market opened steady, and held 
firm throughout most of the day, al- 
though with some uncertainty in the 
closing hour. There were incidental 
declines in the early business, but 
they did not as a rule carry prices 
below yesterday's closing, and they 
were generally followed, first by re- 
duced activity, and then by a leis- 
urely recovery. Except for the pre- 
Sumption which Wall street first 
adopted in the late hours yesterday, 
that continuance of negotiations with 
the anthracite miners foreshadowed 
amicable compromise, there was lit- 
tle in the news, and what little there 
was Wall street used, after its re- 
cent habit, for hopeful inferences. 

“Rather heavy sales of short-term 
notes reflected the efforts of interior 
banks to fortify their reserve position, 
and make possible large advances to 
their own customers. 

“Such conversion of securities into 
cash is usual for banking institutions 
at times when the demand for money 
is broadening and when business gen- 
erally is becoming more active. 

The conversion process this yvear at- 
tracks purchases of short-term notes by 
the banks during the period of very 
low money rates last year. 

“There were some large remittances 
of currency to interior markets, and the 
drain through the sub-treasury and by 
express was again heavy. Most of the 
out-of-town money offered here was for 
call loans only, as the lenders appeared 
indisposed to tie up large sums in time 
obligations pending the new financing 
operations of the railroads. 

Sa was evident. however, that the 
deisre of interior banks to lend only for 
short periods was based also on the be- 
lief that better rates would be offered 
for time loans_in the near future.”’

1344-5gc bid and September 76c. 

In Chicago July wheat was lifted near- 
ly 2c a bu to $1.02 on top of a 3%c ad- 
vance yesterday. May sold at $1.05% 
and September $1.90% or over Ic higher. 
May corn made a new high figure at 
Ls ag July at 77%c, and September at 
16 

The buying in wheat followed sensa- 
tional reports of winter killing in the 
territory east of the Mississippi River, 
and even from Kansas and Nebraska, 
where claims of ideal conditions recent- 
ly were circulated. 

All the expert “crop killers’ were in 
the fields and helped along the ad- 





vance. The market reacted rather 
sharply around the noon hour, and final 
figures showed a large percentage of 
the early advance lost. 

In corn a continued cash demand from 
all directions backed the upturn, but 
the trade was not as aggressive as in 
wheat and prices hesitated after selling 
around the record levels. 

Oats in this and the Chicago market 
were strong, and at record figures on 
the crop. 





Foreign news helped from the bulls. 
The Liverpool wheat market opened %d 
to %d higher, with free covering of 
shorts due entirely to the strength in 
America. The Buenos Ayres market 
was strong at the close, but this was 
explained by the strong American mar- 
kets. Plate offers were freer on the 
advance and later offered lower. There 
was generally an advance in cargo of- 
fers on passage by holders, but this ad- 
vance checked business, and with the 
large shipments expected this week from 
the Argentine, and the disposition to 
realize in May, on strength shown in 
distant months, and profit-taking, 
caused a decline of 4d to %d from the 
opening.
